c. Approved the IG proposal that he prepare a monthly 
news letter be sent from headquarters to the field. 
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d. Noted that in his conversation with Deputy Secretary 
of Defense Anderson on 19 July, he (DCI) had discussed U. S, 
military missions in general and, in particular, the Director 
said he had recommended to the Secretary that the mission to 
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Mr, Wisner: 


a. Stated that Dr, Horace P, Craig of the OCB Staff had 
reported to him that the President had stepped up his interest 
in foreign and U. S, propaganda to include RFE, V0A and material 
that might be contained in U. S, publications, and he (Craig) 
was seeking a central point in the government where an analysis 
of this material might be made. The Director said that this 
problem clearly cut across the lines of State, Defense, USIA 
and CIA, and therefore was a matter for consideration by the 
OCB. He would, therefore, mention this at today’s meeting.
